“It is undoubtedly true,” says the 
president, “that the liquor trade has 
been disgracefully full of frauds by 
false labels, but these frauds did not 
consist in palming off that which was 
not whisky, but in palming off one 
kind of whisky as another and better 
kind of whisky.

tified or redistilled or neutral spiri:s 
and given a color and flavor by burnt 
sugar, made In a few days, was often 
branded as bourbon or rye straight 
whisky.
